He pointed out that even the United Na- 
tions charter had a universal declaration of 
human rights. 

“Its a universal desire that there must be a 
human rights commission. I believe the Asean 
can do no less,” Romulo said. 

He said it was not up to him to make a com- 
ment or prejudge the outcome of the thorny 
issue, adding that it was up to the HLT. 

“We are not focusing on any country. It is up 
to them to come up with the desired result. I 
am optimistic, however, that they will come to 
an agreement,” Romulo said.

Derided by West 

For decades, Asean has been derided by the 
West because of its reluctance to get involved in 
the intemal affairs of member countries and its 
‘commitment to decide issues only by consensus. 

‘The United States and the European Union 
have particularly blamed the group for not bring- 
ing enough pressure on Burma's junta to end 
rights abuses and a crackdown on the opposition. 

Older members of the group, including 
founding members Malaysia and the Philip- 
pines, have expressed concern that the image 
of Asean as a whole has taken a beating be- 
cause of Burma.

SOUTHEAST ASIAN NATIONS ARE UNABLE 
to agree on setting up a human rights com- 
mission and on sanctions against members 
who flout the regional group's rules, Foreign 
Secretary Alberto Romulo said yesterday. 

According to reports, some countries, in- 
duding Burma (Myanmar), had opposed 
moves within the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations (Asean) to set up a rights com- 
mission, decide issues by vote rather than by 
consensus, and provide for sanctions. 

Romulo, speaking after senior officials had 
completed the first draft of an Asean charter said 
90 percent of the document had been agreed up- 
on but these three issues remained unresolved. 

He also described the deliberations, which 
extended well into the wee hours of the morn- 
ing the past two days, as “exhaustive.” 


Complete draft today 

He said the High Level Task Force (HLTF) 
assigned to draft the charter was hoping to 
finish the draft today in time for the informal 
dinner for the 40th Asean Ministerial Meeting 
(AMM) delegates tomorrow at the Philippine 
International Convention Center (PICC) 

“They told me at least 90 percent has been 
agreed upon. Among the several items that 
the Philippines hopes to be included are the 
issue on human rights and voting other than 
by consensus,” Romulo said. 

He noted that the Philippine position on 
the inclusion of a human rights clause in the 
charter was firm and definite. 

“We have a position and we hope that posi- 
tion is upheld. We believe itis a good position 
and should be supported,” Romulo said.

SENATE MAJORITY LEADER FRANCIS 
"Kiko" Pangilinan is in favor of giving the 
chairmanship of the influential blue ribbon 
committee to a senator "more identified with 
the opposition." 

He said placing the Senate blue ribbon 
committee, which investigates public ac- 
countability, in the hands of the opposition is 
consistent with the results of the recent sena- 
torial elections. 

Seven of the 12 winning senators ran under 
the Genuine Opposition ticket. 

Only three candidates of the administra- 
tion's Team Unity slate won seats, with two 
independent candidates, including Pangili- 
man, completing the newest batch of sena- 
tors. 


GO guest candidate 

“1 think the committee chairmanship 
should go to a senator more identified with 
the opposition than the administration,” 
Pangilinan, who nevertheless was a guest 
candidate of the GO, said yesterday. 

He said the choice of blue ribbon commit- 
tee chair “should be consistent with the senti- 
ments of the electorate as shown in results of 
the last elections.” 

“But,” he added, "the post should not be 
used as a platform for partisan politics.” 

The blue ribbon committee has become 
the subject of a tug-of-war between adminis- 
tration and opposition senators who both 
supported the Senate presidency bid of 
Manuel Villar to become part of the majority 
bloc. 


Escudero also interested 

But barely had Villar warmed his seat when 
both his administration and opposition allies 
threatened to withdraw their support if he 
gave the blue ribbon committee to the other 
camp.

Stopped funds July 7

‘According to the forensic investigator, PIPC 
investors in the British Virgin Islands, Hong 
Kong, Japan, Singapore and India have also lost 
money in the wake of Liew’s disappearance. 

The Ferrier Hodgson investigator outlined 
his proposed plan of action starting with the 
appointment of a third-party provisional liq- 
uuidator to take control of the companies based 
in Hong Kong and the British Virgin Islands.

Does Trillanes regret anything that 
has happened to him since the mutiny? 

There is no hesitation in his reply: 
"Regretting is a negative response to an 
unfavorable result. But the positive re- 
sponse is to learn from this unfortunate 
event and make this lesson a guide to 
the future. It can help you strengthen 
your character.” 

He goes on lengthily about his and 
his comrades’ detention, isolation and 
personal tragedies, his election cam- 
paign, and his victory, and pronounces 
these as mere part of a divine plan. 

Much later he expresses discomfort, 
feeling he has revealed something too 
personal, and asks that his comments 
be taken off the record again.

Actually, Trillanes also asks himselfif 
he is ready for his new role: “Am I really 
cut out for this? Because there are those 
raring to cut me to pieces.” 

He says he knows he will have to 
work with all the 22 other senators —i 
cluding those who grilled him at a Se 
ate hearing months after the Oakwood 
mutiny—if he wants to get his bills 
passed. 

“Lam not an isolationist. People tend 
to underestimate my thinking, my lead- 
ership skills," Trillanes says wryly. 

He says his critics may not have real- 
ized how, as a leader of the Magdalo of- 
ficers and men, he held the group to- 
gether despite extreme pressure from 
the military leadership in the past four 
years

After all, he says, an impeachment 
trial is not a criminal trial where a judge 
cannot be perceived as biased. 

“We have to be partial for the good of 
the country. Nobody can pretend they 
are impartial,” he says. 


Rude awakening 

He talks lengthily of the power play 
in the Senate for top positions and juicy 
committee chairmanships.

“J could have won my life back,” says 
the father of two (three, actually; the 
youngest died in infancy).

I'm sharing my life 
with the people, But if had lost, that 
chapter of my life would have been over 
and I would have had closure. Now the 
chapter of public service is unfinished.” 

He almost sounds envious of the oth- 
er Magdalo officers, most of whom 
have entered into a plea bargain in their 
general court-martial. 

He views the plea bargain, not as a 
capitulation, but as a part of the legal 
process that the other officers swore 
they would undergo for their actions. 

“For them, its finished. There's al- 
ready alegal conclusionin the plea bar- 
gain. They will be free by January,” he 
says. 


Loose cannon 

Trillanes is aware that he is portrayed 
as a loose cannon, a rebel still obsessed 
with taking the government down. But 
he says this is “far from it.” 

“1 would like to believe I'm a builder 
of this nation,” declares the holder of a 
degree in naval systems engineering 
(cum laude) from the Philippine Mili- 
tary Academy. 

“I want to be judged through my per- 
formance as a senator passing mean- 
ingful legislation and as a fiscalizer 
‘These are the reasons people voted for 
me, not to destroy the government, as 
portrayed by propagandists.” 

This is “the bottom line,” according 
to Trillanes: “I want to serve this coun- 
try. 1 want your permission to do that. 

He denies being the “one-dimension- 
al" character that some people see. 

He believes that his vow to revive the 
impeachment effort against President 
Macapagal-Arroyo is not incongruous 
to the “mission” he has set for himself. 

"If Tm going to be a builder, I have to 
stop other people from destroying this 
‘country further. We can’t build if some- 
body is still destroying. That's part of 
fiscalizing,” he says. 

Trillanes believes that the President 
is “behind” the killings and disappear- 
ances of leftist activists, 

But he admits that the witnesses to 
the killings will likely come out when 
Ms Arroyo's term ends in 2010.

Stiffer 
penalties 
for icon 
theft 
proposed 


CAMARINES SUR— 
Rep. Luis Villafuerte 
has proposed د‎ law 
that would increase 
the punishment for 
stealing religious 
icons, 

Villafuerte is push- 
ing for a bill that 
would make the pun- 
ishment for theft or 
robbery committed 
within any church, 
temple or public mu- 
seum higher by two 
degrees than the 
penalty for such of- 
fenses under existing 
law. 

“The theft of reli- 
gious icons, and like 
wise of relis and 
artistic works that 
constitute the finest 
expressions of our 
culture, traditions 
and way of life, 
arouses national in- 
dignation. This na- 
tional indignation 
should find corre- 
sponding utterance 
in our criminal laws,” 
Villafuerte said. 

Villafuerte said the 
theft of religious 
icons remained a 
cause for concern in 
the country. 

Only recently a 
life-size marble stat- 
ue of San Antonio de 
Padua, the patron 
saint of lost articles, 
stolen from the San 
Diego de Alcala 
Parish in Valenzuela 
City was recovered, 

The icon, which 
had been in the 
church for more than 
50 years, was «e- 
turned anonymously 
to the newsroom of a 
television network. 

A year ago, an 18th 
century image of St. 
Vincent Ferrer was 
taken from the belfry 
of the St. Vincent Fer-

“I was asked to transfer there.

Asked about outgoing CHEd 
Chair Carlito Puno's fate, he said:

Puno was a commissioner at 
CHEd staring in 2001: he was 
appointed regular chair in Jan- 
vary 2004. 

His tenure as regular chair ex- 
pired in July 2006, and he was con- 
‘sequently reappointed acting chair. 

But according to Puno, he did 
not take on the appointment as 
acting chair because it was a de- 
motion, and had continued as a 
regular chair in a holdover capac- 
ity upto the present. 

Neri said he was ready to take 
on the job.

‘After controversial First Lady 
Imelda R. Marcos, the filmmaker 
has aimed her camera at a group 
of Filipino schoolteachers who 
have migrated to Baltimore, 
Maryland, to teach in inner-city 
schools. 

Diaz and her team—director of 
photography Gabriel Goode- 
nough and sound man Paul 
Flinton--were in the Philippines 
recently to film the homecoming 
of four teachers—all women: 
Dorotea Godinez of Cebu, Rhea 
Espedido of Sorsogon, Mary An- 
gel Alim of Antipolo and Grace 
Amper of Cagayan de Oro. 

Tt was a whirlwind trip, not on- 
ly for the teachers, but also for Di- 
az and her ragtag crew. 

“It was tiring,” she told the IN- 
Quinn in an interview at the Uni- 
tel office in Makati City, a week 
before flying back to Baltimore 
early this month, 

Also present at the interview 
were Unitel chief Tony Gloria and 
two of the docu's “stars,” teachers 
Espedido and Alim. 

“From Cagayan we went to 
Malaybalay, Bukidnon, We also 
spent some time in Bogo, Cebu, 
also Legazpi and Manila." 

Her American crew, however, 
savored the sights and sounds of 
the countryside.

Integration 


HE DREAM OF A CONSTITUTION FOR ASEAN 
1 was formally expressed in Kuala Lumpur in 2005. It 
was reiterated in Cebu City last year during the 
Asean Summit. The idea is supposed to reach fruition by 
means of a final draft to be presented in Singapore later 
this year. 
For generations, formalizing a closer relationship with 
our neighbors has been a Filipino aspi- 
EDITORIAL ration. In the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries, our revolutionary founding 
fathers forged friendly ties with their counterparts in the 
region. The 1920s saw a growing sense of solidarity be- 
tween Filipino leaders and their Indonesian counter- 
parts. By World War II, Manuel Quezon was proposing 
union with Indonesia as a postwar objective, and by the 
administration of Diosdado Macapagal, this pan-Malay 
feeling had found a formal expression in the Maphilin- 
do. 

By 1967, Asean had been formed, expanding what up 
to then had been pan-Malayan Filipino sentiments to a 
growing appreciation of a Southeast Asian identity. The 
spread of democracy in the region—allowing the Philip- 
pines, Indonesia and Malaysia, for example, to lockstep 
for nearly the first time, as democratic countries—has 
done much to soothe international jealousies, and to 
push toward a substantive, and not merely symbolic, 
Asean system. 

‘A growing desire to collaborate economically, among 
Asean member-states, too, has pushed forward the idea 
ofa regibnal constitution, in many ways, on the model of 
the European Union. 

The process isn't easy. The European Union's efforts to 
drafta constitution revealed that drafting a regional char- 
teris an often frustrating effort. But the European Union, 
born of the European Economic Community (EEC), has 
demonstrated the economic benefits member-states can 
derive from a closer integration of their rules, and the 
adoption of policies favorable to the populations of its 
members. Not to mention the advantages gained from 
lobbying as a bloc. 

The vision for an Asean Constitution is fundamentally, 
an economic one: the creation of an Asean Economic 
Community by the year 2020. By then, as Asean itself has 
expressed it, our region will hopefully be characterized 
by “a free flow of goods, services, investment and a freer 
flow of capital, equitable economic development and re- 
duced poverty and socio-economic disparities.” 

It may be easier to achieve consensus on economic 
rules and regulations but an Asean Constitution will 
have to be about more than economic matters. It is an 
encouraging sign, for example, that two countries that 
traditionally have had warm feelings for each other (the 
Philippines and Indonesia) and another country, Singa- 
pore, with which Filipinos have often differed in terms 
of political values, have come together to push for the 
creation of an Asean human rights body under a regional 
charter. 

This has put the charter-drafting process at odds with 
the government of Burma. Filipinos have also not only 
felt, but expressed, a sense of solidarity with the Burmese 
people over their thwarted democracy movement. This 
has placed Filipinos at odds with our own government's 
policy concerning Burma, and pressured the Philippines 
to maintain the democratic line together with other con- 
cerned countries. 

That being the case, we believe that its important, at 
this point, to support efforts to establish a regional hu- 
man rights body under the auspices of Asean. Philippine 
NGOs can make common cause with their counterparts in 
the region, particularly in Indonesia and Cambodia, to 
continue lobbying our governments to support the idea. 
It will help our diplomats, who are engaged in the con- 
sensus-building process required to produce a charter 
draft, if they know they have public support for the inclu- 
sion of a human rights body in the Asean charter. 

If Asean envisions an Asean Economic Community by 
2020, it also looks forward to establishing an Asean So- 
cio-Cultural Community by the same year. It is supposed 
to be “a community of caring societies and founded on a 
common regional identity.” A strong aspect of that identi- 
ty must be that our region represents a strong constituen- 
cy for the protection of human rights.

THIS IS A NARRATIVE OF THREE FILIPINO WOMEN IN 
Hong Kong. Having known them for some time, I've learned 
their stories by following the trajectory of their lives over the 
years. All three initially arrived in the territory to work as do- 
mestics. The longer they stayed, the more problems they 
seemed to encounter—some of which they have sometimes 
been able to control, in one way or another. All three, howev- 
er, sadly are on the 
brink of being 
losers. 

Lulu, Carmen 
and Minda (not 
their real names) 
live, like myself, on 
one of the territory's outlying islands, a community populat- 
ed by lower- and middle-class Chinese and a growing num- 
ber of gweilos (the Cantonese term, meaning foreign ghost, 
used for Westerners and other non-Chinese). A former fish- 
ing and farming village, the town has been transformed into 
a residential suburb of Hong Kong proper, 30 minutes away 
by ferry, or an hour by bus over a mountain to the airport, 
and a mass transit station. 

The three Pinays started out working for Chinese families 
in Kowloon. On her days off, Lulu would haunt a bar in the. 
‘Wanchai district, popular with footloose western men of all 
ages seeking pliant Asian women. The men know that most 
of the women (mainly Filipinas, and sometimes Thai) pa- 
tronize the place in search of possible husbands or partners, 
preferably solvent ones. And as expected, the men engage in 
the age-old game of enticing the girls by promising marriage 
in exchange for sex. Kn 

Lulu's story is the clichéd one involvifig an elderly West- 
emer propositioning an impoverished Asian woman. Most of 
these men have usually had wives of their own race and 
sometimes grownup children, too. Lulu would go, dressed to 
the nines, to the Wanchai bar; and soon she caught the eye of 
an Australian named lan. Their regular meetings on Sundays 
resulted in her pregnancy. Luckily for her, an was an honor- 
able man of some means, so she happily gave up her life of 
drudgery with the Chinese family and settled with him in a 
flat on the outlying island. 

When her baby was born, Lulu, being close to 50, said she 
needed help. So lan agreed to sponsor her daughter Maris 
‘who arrived to help out. (He hadn't been told that Maris was 
herself pregnant by a boyfriend in Masbate, and soon her 
‘own baby was born in a public Hong Kong hospital). Then 
Lulu told lan the sad story of her teenage son who was in- 
volved with drug gangs in Batangas. So lan sponsored him 
too and tried to find him work as د‎ waiter, but he turned out 
to be a manic-depressive who spends his time hanging out 
with the neighborhood Filipinos, singing karaoke and wax- 
ing nostalgic about cockfighting. 

Today lan, who's slowly going blind with mascular degen- 
eration, has apparently grown exasperated at having to sup- 
port his partners feckless clan. He wants to build a house to 
retire in Lulu's hometown in Masbate, but she prefers to live 
in Hong Kong with its amenities. How the plot of that story 
develops is unclear 

Carmen is a pretty 30-year-old Cebuana who, after meet- 
ing her young Lothario at a singles club, began living with 
him, coincidentally in Lulu's neighborhood. Roger doesn't 
earn much teaching English, which means Carmen has to do 
part-time domestic jobs. She has accompanied him on holi- 
days to Scotland and met his parents, who have welcomed 
her and hinted at wanting to have grandchildren. He has 
proposed marriage, but she says he has a bad temper and 
treats her like a slave, not a lover. However, she continues liv- 
ing with him as he sponsors her visa which allows her to re- 
main in the territory. 

Meanwhile, she's been corresponding by e-mail with a 
man in England and another in France. The Briton is elderly 
and wealthy, often sending her checks during Christmas. The 
other is fiftyish and not too solvent, so she's torn about which 
one to encourage. She phones and e-mails them when Roger 
is out teaching. This autumn she plans to accompany Roger 
on his usual Scottish holiday and then stay behind when he 
returns to Hong Kong so she can have a tryst with the elderly 
Brit (telling Roger she'll be visiting a cousin in London), and 
later meet the Frenchman who promised to send her a ticket 
to Paris, 

Her future may be a rocky one since, with her state of mind, 
chances are she'll end up regretting whichever decision she 
makes. But she says she has a supportive family in Cebu to 
‘which she can return, and she can take a caregiver's course so 
as to apply for work at an old folks’ home in Canada later. 

Minda's story is almost as convoluted. She met George, an 
old British engineer at another Wanchai bar, told him of her 
bad treatment by her Chinese employers and got him to sign 
her employment papers—in exchange for sexual favors. He 
set her up at a small flat (coincidentally near Lulu and کی‎ 
men) and agreed to pay her rent. But he stipulated that she'd 
have to work for her other expenses, She once asked him for 
money for her ailing daughter in Manila, but George said no 
dice. Eventually he moved to Bahrain, visiting Minda (who 
worries that, being over 40, she's no longer desirable) only 
occasionally, during his holidays. 

Recently George told her he'd been laid off, having turned 
65, and was going to Job hunt in Qatar. He informed her he 
could no longer pay for her rent. Minda isn't too crushed, 
having heard from a friend in Dubai about waitressing jobs 
available at the big hotels there, so she plans to head for that 
mega-rich Arab enclave, 

These women's lives are probably replicated among many 
other female OFWs around the globe. Their stories are testi- 
mony to the guts and cunning they possess and the luck they 
encounter in their struggle to survive in this tough world.

of any lawyer who would waste time to protect 
their insignificant livelihood. 

Essential to liberty and prosperity: But society 
has a big stake in Jose and his sisters, not only to 
protect their constitutional rights but also to pre- 
vent them from becoming more dangerous risks, 
from degenerating as the legally excluded poor to 
being socially condemned criminals. On the other 
hand, orthodox rule of law cannot adequately help 
them because of their legal exclusion. 

"To snatch Jose and his brood from hopeless- 
ness, they need legal empowerment, not just the 
rule of law; they deserve social justice, not just 
empty legalisms. To propel them to the social 
mainstream, they have to be understood in their 
circumstance of total helplessness. 

In this context, I believe the ESCR-UNDP-Legal 
Empowerment confab deserves as much atten- 
tion as the State of the Nation Address of the 
President and the National Consultative Summit 
on Extra Judicial Killings of the Supreme Court. 

Asa jurist, I have always thought that the rule 
of law was sufficient to guarantee my twin vision 
of safeguarding liberty and nurturing prosperity. 
However, this conference has convinced me that 
the fulfillment of this beacon of liberty and pros- 
perity for all requires not just the rule of law but 
also the legal empowerment of the poor. 

For this awakening, I am sincerely grateful to 
ESCR chair Glenda T. Litong and ESCR executive 
director Resurreccion Lao, who invited me to pre- 
side over “session one” of the conference, and to. 
Dr. Naresh Singh of the Commission on Legal Em- 
powerment, who flew in from his headquarters in 
New York to be able to help in formulating means 
and measures to legally empower the Filipino 
poor. Significantly, the commission is co-chaired 
by former US Secretary of State Madeleine K. Al- 
bright and acclaimed Peruvian economist Her 
nando de Soto.

hope to the hopeless like Jose Cruz, the Economic 
Social and Cultural Rights-Asia Inc. (ESCR), in 
partnership with the United Nations Develop- 
ment Program (UNDP) and the UN-affiliated 
Commission on Legal Empowerment for the Poor, 
sponsored last July 25-26 a national policy con- 
ference on the “nature, dimensions and extent of 
the legal exclusion of the poor.” 

‘The 200 or so participants discussed how the 
poorest of the poor can be “legally empowered”; 
that is, how they can be made to “overcome the 
constraints that prevent them from accessing the 
legal system, and allow them to gain more control 
over their lives...” 

‘When violations of rights are committed, most 
lawyers would invoke the “rule of law” to protect 
the victims, Ordinary or “orthodox” rule of law im- 
plies the use of ideas, institutions (especially the 
courts), officials (like lawyers and prosecutors), and 
strategies that are alien to the day-to-day existence 
of the very poor. Laws are enacted without consult- 
ing them; in any event, laws are too complicated for 
their unschooled understanding. Further, they do 
not know how to avail of their protection; lawyers 
fees and docket costs are beyond their means. 

Understandably, the overriding concern of Jose 
is his family’s meal for today, not the cases he 
could bring tomorrow to redress the illegal demo- 
lition of their miniscule stall yesterday. And even 
ifhe had the luxury to think about vindication, his 
abject poverty legally disadvantages him in many 
ways: (1) he lacks legal status (he is a minor) and 
residence; (2) their mini-store is not registered 
and thus has no permit; and (3) he does not know

‘Accordingly, what became the European Union 
started inconspicuously, with the integration of 
French and German Industries that had been 
most directly associated with war produc- 
tion--coal and steel. Only after economic Inte- 

ation had progressed did the first serious ef 
forts at political integration take place, 

Tn today’s East Asia, too, the market ls fostering 
integration. Now that the 10 Southeast Asian 
states have been gathered into Asean—and are 
promulgating an Asean Charter—the concept of 
an East Asian Economic Grouping (EAEG) that 
would incor te Asean and China, Japan and 
(a presumably unified and nuclear-free) Korea is 
moving forward send 

The initial phase of this grand ambition, a free- 
trade area (FTA) between Asean and China, be- 
gan in 2004 and should be completed by 2010. 
Concurrently, an FTA comprising Asean, Japan, 
and also South Korea is being negotiated, Since 
2005, India, too, has expr Interest in such an 
arrangement with Asean-10.

Having migrated from Sorsogon several years 
‘ago in search of opportunities better than the P50 
his half-paralyzed mother earned as a farm hand 
وژ‎ an almost abandoned coconut plantation, Jose 
ended up as an “informal settler" (OK, a squat- 
ter). He and his two younger sisters have no birth 
certificates, because their mother was too embar- 
rassed to admit that they were born of an itiner- 
ant father who was married to someone else. Nei- 
ther did they have any legal residence, nor title to 
thelr minute shack cum stall, nor medical atten- 
dance for thelr recurring body sores, 

Many times in the past, policemen and thugs 
had raided their squatter settlement in search of 
illegal drugs, or alleged robbery suspects. At 
some other times, government agents had demol- 
ished thelr squalid hutch, because they had to be 
vanished from the view of some visiting foreign 
ViPs who were scheduled to pass the highway. 

The poverty and powerlessness of Jose make 
the Bill of Rights an empty rhetoric, because he 
has no access to effective legal protection, to the 
social security system, and to integration into the 
‘economy, He is just a hairline away from a life of 
crime and violence; and his sisters, from prostitu- 
tion and vagrancy, none of which is palatable to 
him or to the nation,

“TONIGHT IS A CELEBRATION OF LIFE AND 
music,” declared the artists performing at the 
“Break the Silence: Aid for AIDS” benefit concert. 
Though they had come together in a one-night 
performance of songs, mostly from Broadway 
musicales, to raise funds for the Remedios AIDS 
Foundation, they apparently wanted the audi- 
ence to remember not the millions of deaths, the 
neglect of people living with and affected by 
HIV/AIDS, or even the waning interest in this 
global pandemic. Rather, the focus of the song 
Choices was on love—and loss—and on celebra- 
tion and telling stories. 

Jake Macapagal, one of the headliners of the 
concert, confessed at shows end how deeply emo- 
tional he felt that after months of conceptualizing 
the show and talking to fellow theater artists, “this 
concert has finally come true." For the record, all 
‘of those who performed at the show did so for free, 
volunteering their awesome talents and time for 
rehearsals and the performance itself, all in a de- 
sire to “break the silence” that has descended once 
more on HIV and AIDS, after more than a decade 
of fevered media coverage and attempts at “out- 
ing” people who had tested positive. 

"Telingly everyone entering the Romulo Theatre 
at the RCBC complex was given a red ribbon to pin 
on their clothes, reviving memories of the 1990s 
when everyone at public gatherings--including Hol- 
ywoods “hight of nights,” the Academy Awards 
wore a red ribbon to signify solidarity with people 
living with HIV/AIDS, These days, people wear rib- 
bons of different colors: pink for breast cancer, white 
for peace, green for the environment, yellow for tes- 
ticular cancer (or is it just confined to the Lance Arm- 
strong bracelets?), Not that there's anything wrong 
with advocating for a rainbow of causes—there are 
so many problems in this world, and people's memo- 
ries are too short and their hearts too shallow—but 
sometimes, too many symbols can make the whole 
exercise of advocacy meaningless, 

ANYWAY, there were worlds of meaning in that 
night's songs, and rich proof of the wealth of 
lent in this country.

NORTH KOREAS NUCLEAR AMBITIONS SEEM 
to have died down, at least for now. The Six-Party 
Talks have, at long last, succeeded--thanks, ap-

South Korea's evolving foreign policy may also 
involve moving closer to China, as Korean nation- 
alists Join the Chinese in resisting Japan's rival 
claims to potential hydrocarbon deposits in the 
Enst China Sea and the Sen of Japan. New gener- 
ations of South Koreans, who have no personal 
recollections of—and perhaps only casual inter- 
est in—the Korean War, apparently resent what 
they regard as America's undermining of South 
Korea's “sunshine policy" toward North Korea, 

For Japan, North Korea's missile capability is the 
most immediate concern. A sweeping defense re- 
view that Japan recently carried out reaffirms that 
it will continue to oppose its immediate neighbors: 
possession of nuclear arms, Of course, Japan itself 

possesses both nuclear technology, and 

el misses, But the core of Japan's defense 

strategy remains its strong ties with the United

All (n all, the calmer situation in Northeast Asta 
might seem to be a fragile bass for creating long- 
{erm pence and prosperity in the region, Bur the 
basic lesson from Western Europe, whose great- 
est powers, France and Germany, fought three

The ATC reply also counters some of the arguments of the groups, which have peti- 
tioned the Supreme Court to nullify the controversial law, The petitioners claim that 
the antiterror law is unconstitutional, violates human rights and has a flawed defini- 
tion of terrorism. They also fear that the law would be used to crack down on political 
enemies of the Arroyo administration. 


What are the human 
rights safeguards 
in the HSA? 


WHILE four provisions of the Act 
provide for the penalties imposable 
on convicted terrorist, 22 provisions 
thereof provide for penalties which 
may be imposed on law enforce- 
ment agents who violate the rights 
of suspected terrorists. These are: 


SEG, 10. Effective Period of Ju- 
dicial Authorization—10 to 12 


notify the person subject of the 
surveillance, monitoring, inter- 
ception and recording if no case is 
filed, 


SEC. 11. Custody of Intercepted 
and Recorded Communications 
- to 12 years imprisonment for 
deleting or destroying surveil- 
lance tapes, discs and notes; 


SEC. 12. Contents of Joint Affi- 
davit—10 to 12 years imprison- 
ment for omitting or excluding 
from the police joint affidavit any 
item or portion required herein; 


SEC. 13. Disposition of Deposit- 
ed Materials—6 to 8 years impris- 
onment for failure to notify in 
writing the persons subject of the 
surveillance before using the de- 
posited materials; 


SEC. 14. Application to Open 
Deposited Sealed Envelope or 
Sealed Package--6 to 8 years im- 
prisonment for failure to notify in 
writing the persons subject of the 
surveillance the reason for using 
the deposited materials; 


SEC. 16. Penalty for Unautho- 
rized or Malicious Interceptions 
and/or Recordings—10 to 12 
years imprisonment for unautho- 
rized surveillance and 10 to 12 
years imprisonment for malicious- 
ly obtaining a surveillance author- 
ity; 


SEC. 18. Period of Detention 
Without Judicial Warrant of Ar- 
rest—10 to 12 years imprisonment 
for failure to notify any judge im- 
mediately after arresting a sus- 
pected terrorist; 


SEC. 20. Penalty for Failure to 
Deliver Suspect to the Proper Judi- 
cial Authority Within 6 
Days—10 to 12 years imprison- 
ment for failure to deliver such 
charged or suspected person to the 
proper judicial authority within 
the period of three days; 


SEC. 22. Penalty for Violation of 
the Rights of a Detainee—10 to 12 
years imprisonment for violating 
any right of a detainee; 


SEC. 23. Requirement for an OF 
ficial Custodial Logbook and Its 
Contents—10 to 12 years impris- 
onment for failure to keep an offi- 
cial logbook; 


SEC. 25. Penalty for Threat, In- 
timidation, Coercion, or Torture in 
the Investigation and Interroga- 
tion of a Detained Person—12 to 
20 years of imprisonment; 


SEC. 30. Effective Period of Court 
‘Authorization to Examine and Ob- 
tain Information on Bank Deposits, 
Accounts, and Records--10 to 12 
years imprisonment for failure to 
notify in writing the person subject 
of the bank examination and free- 
zing if no case is filed; 


SEC. 32. Contents of Joint Affi- 
davit—Any person who copies, re- 
moves, deletes, expunges inciner- 
ates, shreds or destroys bank data 
and information shall be impri- 
soned from 6 to 12 years; 


SEC. 33. Disposition of Bank Ma- 
terials—6 to 8 years imprisonment 
for failure to notify in writing the 
persons subject of the surveillance 
before using the bank materials. 

‘Anti-Terrorism Council 


| years imprisonment for failure to 
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public morals. Mere members of said as- 
sociations shall suffer the penalty of ar- 
resto mayor." 


6. FLAG statement: The two 
provisions (in Section 18) are contradic- 
tory. While the first provision requires 
personal delivery of the arrested person to 
the judge nearest the place of arrest, the 
second provision appears to negate this 
requirement by requiring only a written 
notice to the judge nearest the place of ar- 
rest. 


‘This clearly and simply shows the con- 
gressional zeal in protecting the rights of 
the accused, Both provisions should be 
given full effect. These provisions in Sec- 
tion 18 should be construed “in line with 
the cardinal rule of statutory construe- 
tion that, in construing different provi- 
sions of one and the same law or code, 
such interpretation should be favored as 
will reconcile or harmonize said provi- 
sions and avoid a conflict between the 
same ... the two provisions intended to 
enforce or implement the same princi- 
ple," which is to protect the rights of the 
accused. 


7. FLAG statement: This provi- 
sion violates due process, since those un- 
der surveillance or wiretapping are 
barred from participating in the proceed- 
ings to the detriment of their life and lib- 
erty; they are not to be informed of the ap- 
plication or any such authorization order 
against them. 


Would it be logical to tell a terrorist 
suspect that government intends to 
surveil him before doing so? Ifyou were a 
terrorist, what would you do if someone 
told you that you will be placed under 
surveillance and may eventually be ar- 
rested? 


8. FLAG statement: The power 
to examine bank deposits and finances of 
persons or entities suspected of involve- 
ment in terrorism or conspiracy to com- 
mit terrorism is particularly alarming. 

Law enforcers are armed with the widest 
license to inquire into the bank deposits 
of persons who are merely assumed or 
perceived to be terrorists. 


The Anti-Money Laundering Act of 
2001 (Amla) already allows the exami- 
nation and freezing of bank deposits. 
‘The HSA is even more stringent on law 
enforcement than the Amla since the 
HSA requires an authority from the 
Court of Appeals just to examine bank 
deposits while the Amla does not. 


As for the element of “unlawful de- 
mand,” Sen. Aquilino Pimentel Jr. gave 
an example, to wit: "Release all convicted 
criminals.” He also stated “the act of co- 
ercing the government to give in to an un- 
lawful demand can be classified as grave 
coercion ... That is under the Revised Pe- 
nal Code.” 


4. FLAG statement: “criminal 
conspiracies don't happen amid open fo- 
rum discussions. I can't imagine that 
many criminal organizations have large 
group meetings .. Quite the opposite. 
Mostly, conspiracy convictions are based 
on disparate, separate and barely if at all 
coordinated acts by the conspirators. 
Meetings are one on one, or (in) tiny min- 
imal groups." 


‘The one-on-one conspiracy envisioned 
by FLAG is covered by the definition of 
‘conspiracy in Section 4 of the HSA, to wit: 
“There is conspiracy when two or more 
persons come to an agreement concern- 
ing the commission of the crime of terror- 
ism as defined in Section 3 hereof and de- 
cide to commit the same." 


5. FLAG statement: The out- 
lawing of organizations on the grounds 
that they aré “terrorist” is not only vague 
and ambiguous; itis an open invitation to 
the authorities to muzzle free speech, to 
stifle the right to peaceably assemble and 
petition the government for redress of 
grievances 


‘Once an organization has been pro- 
scribed as a terrorist group, leaders and 
members of such organization may be 
punished through Article 147 (illegal as- 
Sociations) of the Revised Penal Code.

u HE HUMAN SECURITY ACT IS PROBABLY THE MOST PUB-

history, Many sectors of the civil society are wailing and 
whining for unwarranted reasons, from the fastidious members of 
the academic community who dissect the law based on fears and 
presumption of the law’s potential to trample upon human rights, 
to the militant Left, which believes that the law is out to curtail the 


night ... Immediately after taking cus- 
tody of a person charged with or suspect- 
ed of the crime of terrorism or conspiracy 
to commit terrorism, the police or law 
enforcement personnel shall notify in 
writing the judge of the court nearest 
the place of apprehension or ar- 
rest. 

Invasion of privacy is allowed un- 
der the 1987 Constitution “upon 
lawful order of the court, or when 
public safety or order ‘requires 
otherwise as prescribed by law.” 
Even Republic Act No. 4200 or 
the Anti-Wire Tapping Law, 
enacted in 1965, allows wire- 
tapping in connection with 
certain crimes. While RA No. 
4200 allows wiretapping upon 
the orders of any Regional Trial 
Court, the HSA requires a special 
division of the Court of Ap- 
peals to issue such order. For ff 
42 years, the nation has ac- 
cepted the Anti-Wire Tapping 
Law quietly. Why the fuss 
now, when in fact, under the 
HSA, the implementation of 
the law is much more strin- 
gent

to his own home while his case is pending 
trial is an adequate balance between the 
protection of national security and the

Does the “populace” refer to the public in 
general, chose who live in the same city or 
town or those who live in the same baran- 
gay? What is an “unlawful demand?" 


‘The definition of terrorism in the HSA 
conforms with the universally recognized 
definition in UN Resolution 1566 of 
2004. It states that “criminal acts, includ- 
ing against civilians, committed with the 
intent to cause death or serious bodily in- 
jury, or taking of hostages, with the pur- 
pose to provoke a state of terror in the 
general public or in a group of persons or 
particular persons, intimidate a popula- 
tion or compel a government or an inter- 
national organization to do or to abstain 
from doing any act, and all other acts 
which constitute offenses within the 
scope of and as defined in the interna- 
tional conventions and protocols relating 
to terrorism, are under no circumstances 
justifiable by considerations of a politi- 
cal, philosophical, ideological, racial, 
ethnic, religious of other similar nature, 
and calls upon all States to prevent such 
acts and, if not prevented, to ensure that 
such acts are punished by penalties con- 
sistent with their grave nature” 

‘The definition of offenses and their el 
ements must be broad enough to cover as 
much as possible every conceivable act 
relating to terrorism but at the same time 
restricted so as not to overstep into the 
bounds of protected freedoms. Public 
safety requires extrapolations about fu- 
ture threats on the basis of disputable 
facts about the present. 

Furthermore, Resolution 59/26P of 
the Convention of the Organization of the 
Islamic Conference provides that "Ter- 
rorism’ means any act of violence or 
threat thereof notwithstanding its mo- 
tives or intentions perpetrated to carry 
out an individual or collective criminal 
plan with the aim of terrorizing people or 
threatening to harm them or imperiling 
their lives, honor, freedoms, security of 
rights or exposing the environment or 
any facility or public or private property 
to hazards or occupying or seizing them, 
or endangering a national resource, or in- 
ternational facilities, or threatening the 
stability, territorial integrity, political 
unity or sovereignty of independent 
States.”

‘The rumors surrounding the law are 
even more popular than the intent and 
content of the law. From being alleged as 
an accommodation of the US govern- 
ment's demand for an antiterrorism law 
so grants of all sorts are extended to the 
Philippine government, to one as absurd 
as accusing the government of state- 
sponsored terrorism by passing an an- 
titerrorism law. There seems to be no end 
to the creativity and absurdity of these al- 
legations. 

‘Needless to say, the only things more 
notorious than the law itself are the cre- 
ative speculations on how the law may be 
abused and misused even if it has yet to 
be tested. 

Nonetheless, the rumors are not all bad 
because they give the government the op- 
portunity to discuss the intent and con- 
tent of the law, and to assuage the fears 
on the potential of the law to abuse hu- 
man rights, 


1. FLAG statement: “The Hu- 
man Security Act (HSA) is one of the most 
incoherent, disorganized and disjointed 
laws our Congress has ever passed. A mix- 
and-match collection of 62 sections, the 
law has no discernible structure... 


The HSA is a straightforward and 
structurally organized law. It begins with 
the title, followed by the declaration of 
policy, then the definitions of the act of 
terrorism and conspiracy to commit ter- 
rorism. Next come the provisions that 
punish accomplices and accessories to 
terrorism and conspiracy to commit ter- 
rorism. The next 10 sections deal with the 
procedure regarding surveillance of sus- 
pects, including penalties to be imposed 
for violation of the procedure. The eight 
sections governing the procedure for war- 
rantless arrests and the rights of de 
tainees, including the penalties for violat- 
ing the same, are also grouped together. 

“The 17 sections dealing with the proce- 
dures in examining and freezing of ac- 
counts and the penalties for any violation 
thereof are also grouped together and 
numbered consecutively. Other provi- 
sions such as the creation of institutions 
responsible for the monitoring and imple- 
mentation of this law such as the Anti- 
Terrorism Council and the Grievance 
Committee and the section delineating 
the role of the Commission on Human 
Rights are also grouped together. 

The proponents of the law took 11 
years, 1 month and one day to propose, 
negotiate and consolidate the contents of 
the law. In the 13th Congress alone, the 
House of Representatives conducted at 
least 10 committee hearings and.11 tech- 
nical working group meetings. The Sen- 
ate, for its part, conducted at least three 
committee hearings and eight technical 
working group meetings 

‘After 11 years of scrutiny, allegations 
that the law is incoherent, disorganized 
and disjointed persist not because this is 
what critics actually see, but because this 
is what they want to see. 

If there are areas that need to be 
amended, and there are many, the gov- 
ernment is adamant in pursuing another 
round of uphill legislative battle to have 
these improved. Until then, let us use the 
law to fight terrorism and terrorists 


2. FLAG statement: “Worse, 
the HSA is a dangerous law. It authorizes 
preventive detention, expands the power 
of warrantless arrest, and allows for 
unchecked invasion of our privacy, liberty 
and other basic rights... They may be 
placed under house arrest, prohibited 
from using their cell phones, computers 
and any other means of communication, 
even when they are granted bail on the 
grounds that evidence of guilt is not 
strong.” 


Preventive detention has always been 
authorized by our laws. The Revised Pe- 
nal Code, enacted in 1930, allows pre- 
ventive suspension for 36 hours before 
the suspect is delivered to the proper ju- 
dicial authorities. The HSA is even more 
protective of the rights of detainees such 
that Section 18 thereof (Period of Deten- 
tion Without Judicial Warrant of Arrest) 
requires that "The police or law enforce- 
ment personnel concerned shall, before 
detaining the person suspected of the 
crime of terrorism, present him or her 
before any judge at the latter's residence.

Customs execs, 
cops padlock 
oil firm tanks 
over unpaid tax 


MARIVELES, — BATAAN—CUS- 
toms Commissioner Napoleon 
Morales padlocked on Thursday 
the Oilink Terminals oil storage 
tank in Barangay Lucanin here 
for tax deficiency amounting to 
P353 million. 

Morales, who personally sealed 
offthe storage tanks main gate valve 
with packing tape, said the Oilink’s 

incipal tax obligation amounted 
only to P139 million in September 
2004 but because of penalties it bal- 
Jooned to P353 million. 

“The Oilink had been given a 
seven-day grace period within 
which to settle its tax problem 
with the government but still 
failed to do so," Morales said. 

The tank contained about 40 
million liters of diesel fuel and 
other petroleum products, which 
the Bureau of Customs could of- 
fer for public bidding unless the 
‘company settled its obligation 
within 30 days, he said. 


Payment 
"The company's storage content 
is more than enough to sette its 
obligations,” Morales said, adding 
that more oil companies are ex- 
pected to suffer the same fate as 
did Oilink unless they comply with 
the tariffs and customs code. 
Established in 1996, the Oilink 
Terminal stores and supplies 
diesel fuel, gasoline, asphalt and 
other petroleum products to its 
outlets, Unioil gasoline stations. 
Kennetch Pundanera, marketing 
and operations manager of Unioil, 
bewailed what he called "use of 
force” in padlocking the oil terminal 
He said customs officials, with 
the help of the police special ac- 
tion force, treated the Oilink 
workers “as if they were crimi- 
nals" when they raided the office, 
Pundanera said there was no 
prior notice of the closure order 
from the Bureau of Customs or 
the police so his staff and barge 
workers were surprised by the

For now, the people of Payao are helping 
one another understand what happened to 
their community, re-strengthen their ties bet- 
ween and among themselves and move on as 
one community.

“Letus help one another for Payao. I commit 
myself to become your bata-bata (bridge) to 
Malacafiang,” he added, to the cheer of the peo-

“While withdrawing from the

points in key areas in the province 
to ensure that contaminated meat 
will not reach public markets. 

“Only 26 percent of the more 
one million animals have been 
sick,” he said. 

Gladys Sta. Rita, provincial ad- 
ministrator, said a crisis manage- 
ment team is making sure that 
“no contaminated meat or infect- 
ed swine shall be shipped out of 
the farms and pig pens.” 

Miguelito Hizon, president of 
commercial farm associations in 
Bulacan, said their animals are not 
affected by the swine flu because 
they conduct regular monthly vac- 
cinations on their animals and ob- 
serve sanitation procedures. 

On Thursday officials here 
buried 46 piglets, six fatteners and 
two dogs which were believed to 
have died of hog cholera this week. 

‘The decomposing carcasses of 
the animals were dumped in an 
irrigation canal in Barangay 
Tiaong here. 

Bartolome said municipal agri- 
culture officers had been ordered 
to closely monitor backyard 
farms and to properly dispose of 
dead animals. 

“Hog raisers should observe bio- 
security measures and sanitary pro- 
cedures. Otherwise the disease will 
spread,” hesaid. Carmela Reyes,

GUIGUINTO, BULACAN—THE 
hog cholera or swine flu struck 
backyard piggery farms in 20 of 
24 towns in Bulacan but officials 
assured that commercial farms, 
which supply the pork demands 
in Metro Manila and nearby 
provinces, remained unaffected. 

Felipe Bartolome, provincial 
veterinarian, said the swine 88 
virus did not affect backyard 
farms in upper mountainous 
towns of Norzagaray, Angat, 
Dofia Remedios Trinidad and the 
City of San Jose del Monte. 

He said 3,150 hogs and piglets 
from 194 backyard farms in 55 
villages in-18 towns and two 
cities in the province were affect- 
ed and 160 of them were report- 
ed tohave died. 

He said, however, the mortality 
rate remained low because the 
commercial farms in Bulacan, 
Which comprise 80 percent of the 
hog industry, were free of swine flu. 

Bulacan, one of the largest 
sources of pork products, has 
about 300 hog and swine farms.

the new national past time. Every

Church services in malls are a 
relatively new phenomenon, an 
indication of the pervasive influ- 
ence of the mall culture and proof 
of the evolving Filipino lifestyle. 

It also serves as the perfect ex- 
ample of the marriage between 
business and religion as it re- 
sponds to a specific need of shop- 
pers and lengthens their stay in- 
side the store. 

SM Prime Holdings Inc., which 
built a chapel inside one of its 
biggest complexes, the SM Mega- 
mall in Mandaluyong City, was 
one of first developers that gave a 
space for religion inside its mall. 


Independent mall chapel 

‘The Chapel of the Eucharistic 
Lord, located on the fifth floor of 
Building A, is the first and only in- 
dependent mall chapel in the 
country, answerable only to the 
Archdiocese of Manila. The rest 
are under the jurisdiction of the 
parish where they are located. 

Msgr. Bong Lo, chaplain, said 
the chapel was built nine years 
ago upon the prodding of SM ma- 
triarch Felicidad Sy, who happens 
tobea devout Catholic. 

Before that, the mall offered 
Mass in the lobby, which eventu- 
ally, could not accommodate the 
growing number of worshippers. 

According to Lo, the chapel's 
Sunday attendance is quite im- 
pressive, with about 1,100 people 
attending Mass regularly. 

Lo said he could understand 
why people would want to attend 
Mass in the malls instead of the 
traditional churches. For one, itis 
more comfortable because of the 
air-conditioning, he said.

His mother died of malnutrition 
in Shanghai in 1944 during the 
war. Unable to go back to the 
Philippines, Ronnie sold charcoal 
and cigarettes and stayed with 
friends of varied nationalities in 
Shanghai to live. He would often 
go hungry, and relied on food 
scraps and dole-outs to survive. 

In 1945, when the Americans 
liberated China from the 
Japanese rule, all Filipinos in 
Shanghai were asked to register 
and decide where they wanted to 
go—the Philippines or the United 
States.

As franchise owner of the Ahead Tu- 
torial and Review Center in Alabang, 
Cecile makes it a point to personally 
deal with clients. 


Special service 

“tis our way of giving them special 
and quality service,” she explains. "It is 
not enough that after they enroll in a 
program, you will just forget about 
them. What I do is I monitor their 
progress then I e-mail or text the par- 
ents to tell them about our observa- 
tions. For instance, when I found out 
that the deadline for filing of the UPCAT 
forms was already nearing, I texted all 
the parents to inform them about it, 
‘They were thankful. They appreciated 
the way we treat the students,” Cecile 
says. 

Cecile is no stranger to business. She 
had a lot of experience in different 
kinds of entrepreneurial ventures long 
before she opened the tutorial and re- 
view center.

His young age work to his advantage in 
understanding the “next batch of spenders” 
according to Magdaluyo who completed his 
Masters in Entrepreneurship at the Asian In- 
stitute of Management in 2003. “We are 
more attuned to what the 17-25-year-olds 
want.” 

He pointed out that although managing a 
business entails a certain level of confidence 
and maturity there are a number of benefits 
in starting out young, 

“First, you don't have a family yet which 
makes you bolder in your decisions,” he said.

With the management group, Magdaluyo 
also formed a research and development 
team that will focus on creating “Filipino 
global cuisine.” He also has culinary experts 
headed by two young chefs concentrating on 
American, Asian Continental, Island and Fil- 
ipino dishes. 

Magdaluyo notes that the restaurant busi- 
ness is also a people business. That is why the 
front liners must learn to love serving the cus 
tomers, And it has to start with the manage- 
ment team.

daluyo seems to have a Midas touch, what 
with all the 19 restaurants he has put up in 
only seven years. Specializing mostly in 
seafood and crabs, the food joints are a big hit 
to the food-loving public. 

Magdaluyo is only 34 years old but slowly 
creating a chainof seafood restaurants within 
Metro Manila, The Seafood Club by Red Crab 
in Greenbelt 3 is one of the most successful 
among his business ventures and has attract- 
ed people from all walks of life. 

1n 1998, Magdaluyo took over the reins of 
managing and operating Red Crab and 
Seafood Club from his mother who started 
the business at Mimosa Leisure Park in Clark, 
Pampanga. The maiden restaurant is now be- 
ing run by Magdaluyo's sister with the help of 
their mother 

Their entry to the Metro Manila market 
came when a family friend who owned anoth- 
er restaurant in Malate offered the place to 
the Magdaluyos. 


Full control 

In the beginning, Magdaluyo was happy 
just helping out running the business, Realiz- 
ing that he was enjoying the daily work it re- 
quires, he asked his mother if he could take 
full control of the business. Soon after, he left 
his job as a researcher at the Asian Institute of 
Management. 

Magdaluyo is a graduate of management 
economics from the Ateneo de Manila Univer- 
sity and was contemplating on becoming an 
urban development practitioner when he 
took up a Masters in Urban and Regional 
Planning at the London School of Economics 
in 1997. 

Even with no formal education as a restau- 
rateur, Magdaluyo finds himself putting up 
one food joint after another in almost every 
mall coming out in the metropolis. 

“1 felt that I kind of know what buttons to 
push,” Magdaluyo said of the success of his 
ventures. 


Different concepts 

After one year since he took over the busi- 
ness, he immediately went to expanding the 
chain of restaurants. But instead of building 
up one brand name, he opted to create differ- 
ent personalities and concepts that will cater 
to diverse markets. Magdaluyo's idea of com- 
ing up with different concept restaurants 
proved to be an effective marketing ap- 
proach.

From Malate, he put up Red Crab and 
Seafood Club in the malls.

Tt is conventionally grown using 
a “kabuwig,” non-makapuno nuts 
bome together in bunch with a 
makapuno nut, in the hopes that 
they will yield makapuno. 

However, this hitand-miss 
method has proven to be low yield- 
ing. 

For this reason, Rillo's high-yield- 
ing ECM technique has snowballed 
into the star project of the PCA- 
ARC. 

“It’s now possible to achieve 
purely-makapuno bunches from 
ECM palms when they are planted 
together and isolated from other co- 
conut palms,” Rillo said, 

‘At present, government and pri- 
vate embryo culture laboratories 
are producing ECM seedlings in Al- 
bay, Cavite, Pangasinan, Leyte,

. Some leaders are so tough 
they could chew nails, but their 
insensitivity prevents them from 
connecting with their employ- 
ees. Ignorant of the emotions 
around them, they rely on au- 
thority and scare tactics to eam 
the allegiance of their team. 

Other leaders go the extra 
mile to earn the admiration of 
those they lead. They love to be 
seen as the “good guy,” and 
they go soft on their team, To 
protect their popularity, they 
sacrifice healthy confrontation 
or neglect holding employees 
accountable. 

‘A Velvet-Covered Brick lead- 
er makes difficult decisions, 
but at the same time, they act 
as emotional caretakers to the 
people their choices affect.

Ministerial Meeting (AMM), the Post Ministerial Conferences (PMC), the 
44th ASEAN Regional Forum (ARF) and related meetings at the Philippine 
International Convention Center from July 29 to August 2, 2007. 


These meetings will build upon and advance the landmark decisions of the 
42th ASEAN Summit, the 2nd East Asia Summit and other related summits 
that were held under the Chairmanship of President Gloria 
Macapagal-Arroyo in Cebu last January. 


The AMM is the annual regular meeting of the Foreign Ministers of ASEAN 
member-countries Brunei Darussalam, Cambodia, Indonesia, Lao PDR, 
Malaysia, Myanmar, the Philippines, Singapore, Thailand and Vietnam. 
The 40th AMM will be held on July 30. 


The PMC's are the annual meetings between the ASEAN Foreign Ministers 
and their counterparts from the ten Dialogue Partners of ASEAN, namely, 
‘Australia, Canada, China, the European Union, India, Japan, the Republic 
of Korea, New Zealand, Russia and the United States of America. At the 
Manila meetings on August 1, the ASEAN Foreign Ministers will meet their 
counterparts from Australia, Canada, the European Union, New Zealand, 
Russia and the United States. The meetings with the Foreign Ministers of 
China, Japan, the Republic of Korea and India took place at the sidelines of 
the 12th ASEAN Summit in Cebu last January. 


The ARF is the only forum in the Asia-Pacific dedicated to addressing 
regional and international security issues. The 14th ARF will be held on 
August 2 and bring together the Foreign Ministers of the ten ASEAN 
countries, the Foreign Ministers of the ten Dialogue Partners and the 
Foreign Ministers of Bangladesh, the Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea (DPRK), Mongolia, Pakistan, Papua New Guinea and Timor-Leste. 
The 14th ARF will welcome Sri Lanka to the forum, bringing the number of 
ARF participating countries to 27. 


There will also be a meeting of the Foreign Ministers of the ASEAN Plus 
Three (APT --ASEAN plus China, Japan and the Republic of Korea), as well 
as a meeting of the Foreign Ministers of the countries participating in the 
East Asia Summit (EAS - ASEAN plus Australia, China, India, Japan, the 
Republic of Korea and New Zealand). 


“One Caring aad Sharing Community” 


Aye theme of the 40th AMM/PMC/14th ARF will be “One Caring and 
Sharing Community,” the same theme of the 12th ASEAN Summit. 
This theme reflects the Philippine commitment to ensure that ASEAN will 
remain an organization that cares for all its peoples, that places them at the 
center of the region's community-building vision, that protects the 
environment and improves their quality of life, and that shares in both the 
efforts for and the benefits from greater regional integration and 
cooperation. 
The 40th AMM will adopt measures to 
implement key decisions of the 12th 
ASEAN Summit. This includes the 
commitments contained in the 
ASEAN Declaration on the Protection 
and Promotion of the Rights of 
Migrant Workers. ASEAN is expected 
to agree on steps that member states 
can take to help one another's 
nationals in conflict or crisis situations 
j = around the world.

Having gone on his own in- 
stead of the corporate ladder 
route also meant he could de- 
cide when he wants to retire.

“So I put up my own self-fund,” 
he said. Yet, he still manages to 
give. In fact instead of gifts on his 
birthday, he asked his guests to 
give to the DSWD Golden Acres 
Home for the Aged.

and innovation.” 

More importantly, he contin- 
ued to live simply to this day. 

In 1970, he gave vent to a pas- 
sion of his—writing. He set up a 
magazine called Insurance Asia. 
For 10 years he relied on adver- 
tising for its revenues but in the 
"80s, during the economic and 
political crisis, he sold 95 per- 
cent of the magazine to a Singa- 
porean. 

During the next decades he 
continued his consulting work. 
Today, even at 80, the World 
Bank and other major institu- 
tions still call on him for advice, 
research or simply ask him to 
talk about insurance. 

Ronnie de Dios never fin- 
ished college but his thirst for 
learning gave him knowledge 
that was way ahead of his col- 
leagues in the insurance indus- 
uy. 

“I kept abreast. I traveled a 
lot. 1 have attended more than 


surance consultant. At first he 
was a general agent for Capital. 
In 1966 he went to New York for 
the World's Fair and joined the 
Insurance Buyers Society of 
New York composed of finance 
and treasury people who meet 
once a month to compare how 
much insurance companies were 
charging. 

His initial consulting job 
was introducing the concept of 
risk surveys where he was able 
to substantially bring down 
the insurance premium. rates 
of big companies for their 
buildings. 

His clients included the Cen- 
tral Bank, San Miguel Corp., and 
the Philippine Long Distance 
‘Telephone Co. He says his earn- 
ings just kept on growing. 


“It never ran out,” he said, 
adding “all you needed was 
‘common sense and imagination 


ed.” All the things he leamed 
were put to good use. 

Ronnie succeeded in opening 
branches in Negros Oriental, 
Leyte and key areas in Min- 
danao. At that time, premiums 
cost P3,000 while car policies 
cost only P120. The branches 
brought in P50,000, a hefty sum 
at that time. 

In 1953, he married Milagros 
Estacio, a Batanguefia, with 
whom he has three children. 


Another offer 

Capital Insurance had 
thought of transferring Ronnie 
to Manila as their assistant 
manager. But he wanted to stay 
in Cebu and accepted a job of- 
fered by Philamlife just so he 
could stay there. Capital re- 
lented, and told Philamlife 
they could not let Ronnie go. 
Philamlife did not pursue its of 
fer to Ronnie. 

In recognition of Ronnie's 
“sacrifice,” Capital took good 
care of him. In 1956, he was sent 
to attend the three-nronth Har- 
vard Advanced Management 
Program held at the then Pines 
Hotel (now the site of SM 
Baguio). The cost: P5,000. Five 
Harvard professors were sent to 
the Philippines to teach. His 
dassmates included Alfred Ve- 
layo, one of the founders of SGV 
& Co. 

In 1957, he was sent to Lon- 
don for four months to study 
reinsurance. lt was an on the job 
training program so he got to 
visit various insurance firms. 


On his own 

Ronnie stayed on with Capital 
until 1961 by which time he was 
moved to Manila. 

In 1964, De Dios decided to 
go on his own. He became an in- 


surance. Belcher referred him to 
a correspondence course at the 
Chartered Insurance Institute of 
London. 

At that time he was also en- 
rolled at the San Beda College. 
He found the correspondence 
course very interesting and 
Belcher told him to apply what- 
ever he learned in his job which 
at that time was inspecting risks. 


Jealous co-workers 

The young De Dios’ affinity 
for insurance was showing very 
early on. This made some of his 
co-workers “jealous,” he said, so 
he decided to quit his job after a 
year. He easily landed a job at 
Chelsea, a cigarette manufactur- 
ing firm, where he was paid 
P300 a month, way above the 
minimum wage then of P60. 

However, he only stayed there 
for a few months. In December 
of 1949, Ronnie accepted a job 
in Capital Insurance that would 
entail moving to Cebu. His task: 
Open new branches and mar- 
kets. 

At first, Ronnie, who was 
barely 20 at the time, hesitated 
because it would mean dropping 
his studies at San Beda. He only 
decided to go after the dean of 
the school, whom he sought for 
advice, told him: “You better 
take it. Iam only getting P300 a 
month.” 


Guidance 

In Cebu, Ronnie enrolled at 
the San Carlos University and 
took up surveying and account- 
ing. The surveying course came 
in handy in measuring buildings 
and assessing damages for sure- 
tybonds, 

Sixty years later he would say: 
“Ifelt that the Holy Spirit guided 
me in studying the things I need- 


the Americans because we were 
under the Commonwealth,” he 
explained. He chose to go back 
to the Philippines. 

He was shocked at the devas- 
tation of Manila upon his return 
and lived with his mother's sister 
in San Juan. 

‘After a few months, he real- 
ized he was a burden as his aunt 
and uncle did not have much 
wealth to support an extra 
‘mouth so he looked for work. 


First job 

His first job was with the 
Manila Trading and Supply 
Corp. (Mantrade), an American 
firm that assembled Ford cars. 

Having been schooled in and 
exposed to an international en- 
vironment in China, he spoke 
good English and was given the 
task of estimating damages of 
vehicles. He was paid P180 a 
month, which, in 1947, was 
quite big already. He used part of 
his pay to help his aunt. 

One of his clients was British 
national, Kenneth Belcher, who 
managed an insurance agency. 
Belcher commented on his good 
English and offered him ajob. 

He did not accept the job im- 
mediately. When workers of 
Mantrade went on strike, how- 
ever, and he got tired of walking 
around the picket line, he decid- 
ed to see Belcher and accepted 
his offer. The job: statistics clerk. 
The date: June 2, 1948 


Bigger pay 

But not too long on his job, 
Ronnie realized how much big- 
ger the insurance agents were 
getting paid. “The commission 
from one policy was much big- 
ger than my salary,” he recalled. 

He went to Belcher and asked 
if he could learn more about in-

DARAGA, ALBAY—WHEN ASKED WHAT 
prompted her to pursue her prominent re- 
search on embryo-cultured macapuno (ECM), 
scientist Erlinda Paje-Rillo of the Philippine 
Coconut Authority Albay Research Center 
(PCA-ARC) simply said: “Nobody else was do- 
ing it, so I took it upon myself to do so.” 

She persisted on the research even when she 
was initially criticized by her colleagues for doing 
something that was not her job back then as a 
plant pathologist in the early 1990s. 

To Rillo, it was simply a show of initiative on 
her end. 

That same initiative she has exhibited in all 
her coconut research and development efforts, 
on her which are finally being lauded. 

Rillo was named Outstanding Agricultural 

d Scientist in the 2007 National Gawad Saki 
Awards held recently in Malacafiang. 

Since 1970, the awards project has been the 
annual nationwide search held by the Depart- 
‘ment of Agriculture for exceptional innovators in 
the field of farming, animal raising and fisheries 

Out of 22 categories--most of which deal 
with farming and fishing on individual, commu- 
nity and organizational levels—only one award 
is reserved for a scientist. 


Coco embryo 

Currently the PCA Tissue Culture Division 
chief and ranked Scientist IV in the Department. 
of Science and Technology, Rillo has dedicated 
her entire 43-year career to plant research, work- 
ing for the PCA, originally the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry since 1964. 

Rillo and her 14-man team at the PCA-ARC is 
‘most known for refining the coconut embryo- 
culture technology first demonstrated by Dr. 
Emerita de Guzman of the University of the 
Philippines in Los Baños in the 1960s. 

The einbryo-cultured macapuno protocol 
made it possible for the nongerminating embryo 
inside a macapuno nut to be transplanted and 
artificially grown in a specially formulated nutri- 
ent medium. 

This procedure is at present the most effective. 
way for macapuno coconut palms to be mass 
produced. 

As a former PCA plant pathologist, Rillo had 
also contributed key findings regarding the 
transmission of the coconut diseases cadang- 
cadang and bud rot. 

Her team is currently developing a coconut 
doning technique which aims to artificially prop- 
agate coconuts from the tissues of parts such as 
flowers and leaves. 

With only one year left before retirement, the 
65-year-old joked that this years award was 
somewhat overdue. 

“1 actually didnt think Pd be considered for 
the award anymore,” Rillo said. 

Hailing from the town of Guinobatan in Albay 
province, she is the first Bicolano to receive the 
national" Outstanding Agricultural Scientist 
award, which comes with the Rizal Pro Patria 
medallion and a project grant of P1 million. 


Passion for plants 

Rillo described her love for plants as a natural 
inclination, already evident since her high school 
days at the Roxas Memorial Agricultural School, 
< now the Bicol University College of Agriculture. 
and Foresay where she graduated valedictorian. 
A 2 Rillo said that although like her, majority of 
e ZA سپ تو‎ her eight siblings landed in managerial positions 
in government offices, she was the only one who 

exhibited a keen interest in agriculture. 

“Even my husband is related to plant study. 1 
met him at the UP Los Baños College of Agricul- 
ture. I was studying plant fungi, he was studying 
plant bacteria,” she said. 

Her husband, Alfredo, is the PCAs regional 
manager for Bicol. They have two children, both 
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in their 30s and raising their own families. 

When shes not culturing coconuts, Rillo 
breeds orchids and omamental plants in a per- 
sonal laboratory in her home in Ligao City 

She also established the now-defunct Albay 
Garden Club, where she became known for her 
expertise on flora. 

“The orchids I grew in my garden once flour- 
ished so beautifully people would even visit 
them just to take photos,” she said.

Therapy does not 
remove the trauma 

of sexual abuse; it only 
teaches the child 

to live with it

guish of a victim than the 
cry of the victim herself in the rape 
case involving former Zamboanga 
del Norte Rep. Romeo Jalosjos. 

“He did not listen to my cries, He ignored 
my tears. He raped and abused me repeatedly. 
He was about to buy me to be his live-in sex 
slave if 1 had not escaped. I was only 11," said 
the victim in a letter to President Gloria Maca- 
pagal-Arroyo and in an open letter to the pub- 
lie. 

Now 24 and living abroad under an as- 
sumed name, the victim, whose story was first 
told on the front pages of the INQUIRER relived 
her ordeal 11 years ago when news came out 
that Jalosjos’ 1997 conviction for statutory 
rape had been commuted. 

A year after the crime happened, Jalosjos 
was sentenced to two life terms for raping a 
minor, or 40 years, with an additional 8-15 
years for each of the six counts of acts of las- 
civiousness, plus a total of P800,000 in civil 
and moral damages to be paid to the girl. The 
conviction was affirmed with finality by the 
Supreme Court on Jan. 22, 2002, and his 
name was dropped from the list of members 
of the House of Representatives.

“Victims need 
to have people they can trust. 1 
met a girl abused by her father. 
Her mother did not believe her, so 
she wrote to her aunt in Cebu, 
who then intervened. Finally, the 
mother separated from the father, 
and now the child is safe." 

“Once, the abuser was the prin- 
cipal. The students told their 
teachers, who went to the super- 
intendent together. It would have 
been hard for one teacher to blow 
the whistle, but as a group, they 
were confident enough to do so." 
What schools can do 

To my surprise, hardly any 
school has structured programs 
on preventing sexual harassment, 
though some schools have sex ed- 
ucation in science or religion 
lasses. 

My student Winna Francisco, a 
graduate of Miriam College High 
School, says, “In health class, we 
discussed the reproductive sys- 
tem, and we ended up doing 
chastity vows. In Christian Ethics, 
we learned to STOP: Search the 
facts; Think about alternatives 
and consequences; Be Objective 
about how our actions affect oth- 
ers; and Pray" 

But in my class of 80 psycholo- 
gy students, less than 10 have 
been provided with resources to 
deal with this issue. A few say

Empower the community 
“Sex abuse is real,” Carandang 
says. “Perpetrators may be author- 
ity figures threatening their vic- 
tims. The teacher says, lf you talk, 
then you will not be my favorite 
pupil’ The father says, TÉ you tell 
your mother, then I will kill you.” 
‘According to US educator 
Kathryn Wells Murdock, who 
wrote “Sexual Harassment in 
Schools,” harassment can consist 
of sexual remarks; being touched 
or grabbed in a sexual way; being 
spied on while dressing or show- 
ering; “flashing”; attempted kiss- 
ing; forced sexual acts or inter- 
course. Harassment can escalate 
to abuse, such as rape or incest. 
“Victims may display drastic 
change in behavior,” Carandang 
says. “They may become secre- 
tive—or prematurely sexual. An 
8-year-old may suddenly talk 
about body parts in graphic 
terms. Teachers and parents have 
to be alert for these signs.” 
Carandang emphasizes the in- 
tegral role of the mother. “The 
mother may often be in denial, 
especially if the father is the per- 
petrator. But she needs to listen, 
to keep an open mind.” 
Fighting back is not easy if the

‘Some perpetrators can be un- 
Knowing, though this is often not 
the case. But the victims may alsó 
be ignorant. My student is a well- 
‘educated college sophomore, but 
she was not certain about what 
happened to her. 

Prevention is the best cure. 
Sadly, Carandang and her team 
‘are usually called in by schools or 
barangays only when the damage 
has been done. They do therapy

kinds of child abuse. Of that number, Madrid 
said, about 70 of them come from a sexually 


that in high school, their teachers 
invited resource persons (psy- 
chologists, policemen) to discuss 
date rape or sexual abuse. These 
teachers took the initiative them- 
selves; there was no formal pro- 
gram in school. 

What can schools do then? 
Murdock gives the following sug- 
gestions: 

* Discuss stereotypes. Stu- 
dents can explore stereotypes 
based on gender. How are women 
portrayed in print and TV ads? 
Are these acceptable? How can 
stereotypes lead to exploitation? 

* Make a student code of con- 
duct. Sometimes, students may 
harass their classmates without 
fully knowing what they are do- 
ing. They should ask themselves: 
“Have I been told that my actions 
are inappropriate? Would 1 do 


this if my parent or teacher were 
present? Would I want someone 
to say or do this to my sis- 
ter/brother or girl- 
friend/boyfriend?" 

* Role-play difficult situations. 
My student Mica Araneta, a grad- 
uate of St. John's Institute in Ba- 
colod City, attended a talk on date 
rape, where role-play was used so 
that the girls could learn to say 
no. “To entice the girl to have sex, 
the guy might say that he loved 
her. Then the girl could answer, ‘if 
you really loved me, then I am 
worth waiting for.” 

* Interview parents. Times 
change and standards of behavior 
also change. Students can inter- 
view parents or grandparents re- 
garding accepted behavior in the 
past, and compare such behavior 
with what is acceptable now. 


“Talk to school and communi- 
ty officials. Students need to be 
aware of their rights and respon- 
sibilities, and how a formal com- 
plaint will be handled in their 
school or town. Talking to the 
principal, the counselor, the 
teacher, or the superintendent 
can both deter perpetrators and 
reassure students. 

“Children are resilient,” Caran- 
dang says. “Given love and re- 
spect, most can recover from 
abuse. But we need to prevent 
them from being harmed in the 
first place.”

conditions. But the fact that poor families live 
in one-room affairs makes it even easier for 
other members of the family to check what's 
going on, she said. Compare that to a big 
house with many rooms and with many op- 
portunities to be alone with a child. 

“Those that get reported are mostly from 
poor families because the rich tend to hide 
their skeletons—they have more to lose,” 
Madrid said. 

‘The chance the victims are lying is very low 
as well. Worldwide research, said Madrid, re- 
ports that less then 5 percent of teenagers lie 
while little girls or boys don't lie at all since 
many of them do not yet comprehend the 
severity oftheir situation. 

Studies also show that it takes an average 
of two years before a child says anything, 
Madrid said. Adult reaction to a disclosure 
from a child has a significant impact on that 
child's adjustment. Children often talk to 
mothers, who either get angry, keep quiet or 
bring the child to the authorities, she said. 
Overly emotional responses have negative 
impact on children, who already feel badly 
and often blame themselves for the sexual 
abuse. 

Not surprising, children who are believed 
by their parents experience less trauma. The 
sooner the children disclose the abuse the less 
trauma there may be in the long run com- 
pared to those who lived with the secret for 
years. 

Sexual abuse is higher in children aged 13- 
15, followed by 4-6, 16-17, 10-12, 7-9 and 0-3 
years of age. Madrid said the higher accounts 
do not necessarily mean that age bracket is 
more at risk. It just happened that at, say, 4, 
the child is able to talk already; or at 13 there 
is a marked increase of adolescent indepen- 
dence. 

Because of the trauma, the likelihood of the 
victim growing up to become the offender, 
said Madrid, is 30 percent. “But if you look at 
the offenders more than 50 percent of them 
have been abused as a child,” she said. 

Does one ever recover from sexual abuse? 

Depending or severity, repetition of abuse, 
psychological disposition, inherited disorders 
and environmental factors, a few actually 
manage to deal with the trauma and live د‎ 
normal life, Madrid said. Still, the most im- 
portant step is for victims to let go of any guilt 
they may feel about the abuse.

with a healthier home environment. But the 
chances of the child growing up as “normal” 
as possible become less. Pure psychological 
abuse like rejection is also a completely differ- 
ent issue. 

Some children also have “sleeper effects.” 
They seem okay for now, but suffer serious 
problems 10 or 12 years later when theyre 
adults. A child too young to understand right 
and wrong when the abuse was made, said 
Madrid, will one day grow up and begin to 
understand. And the devastating physical and 
psychological effects are still the same, she 
said. 

In the UP-CPU 2005 Annual Report, 91.8 
percent of the perpetrators of sexual abuse 
are persons known to the child, 65.6 percent 
of whom are nonfamily members such as 
neighbors. Parents, uncles, stepfathers, 
cousins, grandfathers, brothers-in-law com- 
prise 34.4 percent, while strangers account 
for only 6.3 percent. 


Misconception 

Sexual abuse in children, unlike physical 
abuse, cuts across socio-economic class, 
Madrid said. A common misconception, she 
continued, is that people think it's more com- 
mon among the poor because of their living

abusive environment. 

Even so, Madrid added, the reported cases 
are just a fraction of what is really happening 
out there, as 40 percent take their “shameful” 
experience with them to the grave. Another 
reason sexual abuse is under-reported is due to 
the “secrecy” or “conspiracy of silence” that of- 
ten characterize this type of abuse, she said. 

When children go through a traumatic ex- 
perience the scars of the incident will stay 
with them for life, Madrid said. There's just no 
way of getting around it, no guarantee that 
the trauma will not be repeated or of a happy- 
ever-after future. 

“Ina sense it's like an addiction—you deal 
and live with it your whole life. Therapy will 
not make you forget the trauma, therapy will 
teach you how to live with it,” Madrid said. 

Infact, she said, many sexually abused chil- 
dren, even after intensive rehabilitation and 
therapy, eventually repeat the cycle—all out- 
ward actions, it seems, dictated by the sub- 
conscious. Reason varies from an unchanged 
environment to acceptance of “fate,” from 
low self-esteem to a mind-set wired to expect 
something bad to happen at all times. 

“You pluck them out of that environment 
and they will put themselves in [an abusive] 
situation once again. That's what we want to 
break in the therapy.” she said. 


Family support 

‘Success in therapy means the child would 
be able to lead a normal, well-functioning 
adult life after the trauma; but it will depend 
heavily on the child's family support, extra-fa- 
milia support and development of a high self- 
esteem. But no matter how strong-willed a 
child might be, ifs/he goes through a series of 
traumatic events, Madrid said s/he would 
most likely reach a breaking point. 

Poorer children, for instance, face more 
problems other than sexual abuse on a regu- 
lar basis compared to children from affluent 
families. They face the problem of survival 
from poverty and hunger while coping with 
the psychological trauma of abuse. 

‘Studies today link history of childhood sex- 
ual abuse with negative physical and psycho- 
logical effects throughout adulthood. There is 
a higher rate of anxiety attacks, situation-spe- 
cific anxiety disorders (over sex, a touch or a 
new acquaintance), self-destructive behav- 
iors such as substance abuse, depressive 
symptoms, eating disorders, post-traumatic 
stress disorders, no pleasure in sex, insomnia. 

Many encounter problems in their adult re- 
lationships, such as the inability to sustain a 
long and meaningful relationship, or difficulty 
dealing with sexual concerns with a partner. 

“The first thing that gets shattered is trust. 
It is difficult to deal with sexual abuse be- 
cause how do you teach a child to be wary of 
everyone in her life [without creating a psy- 
chological effect]? The important thing is for 
the child to have at least one adult s/he can 
rely on,” Madrid said. 

For children in distress, the most natural 
person to run to would be their parents, of 
course. But if that’s not possible, then a rela- 
tive, a teacher or some member of the com- 
munity will do, Madrid said. 

Based on experience, she said itis naturally 
occurring for children to love their parents 
but not the other way around. When rejection 
from the parent is observed, the child is better 
off with someone who can provide him/her

le further explains: “When we say 
its heinous we're referring not only 
to the crime but also to the manner of 
commission. We also have to consider 
the aggravating circumstances, such 
as the minor age of the victim in rapes” 
or the mitigating ones, such as wheh 
the suspect has surrendered, bar- 
gained or pleaded to a lesser crime, or 
both parties have settled. In such cas- 
es, rape may be reduced to an act of 
lasciviousness.” 

In other countries, news of release 
of a convicted sex offender like 
Jalosjos would have been met with 
public protest. In fact, in almost every 
state in America, there is a registry of 
sex offenders that can help parents 
track down the whereabouts of a 
predator. 
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Did they interview in Dakak be- 
cause that is where Jalosjos will be re- 
siding after his release from prison? 
Did the board consider that Jalosjos 
committed his crime against a girl 
‘who did not live in Dakak? 

“There are doctors’ certificates 
from various hospitals concerning his 
health, which involve his heart, 
lungs, blood pressure, at kidneys pa 
yata.

sion on the commutation only last year. 


Moral issue 

The six-member board is a multi 
disciplinary body composed of an ed- 
ucator, a priest, a lawyer, a sociolo- 
gist, a corrections expert, and one ex 
officio member (the administrator of 
the Parole and Probation Administra- 
tion). Bayang, who's been with the of- 
fice for 23 years and is its executive 
secretary and director for seven 
years, assigns cases to the board 
members and presides over the group 
discussions as acting chair. 

He explains the process: “We do 
community interviews and a pre-ex- 
ecutive clemency report, compiled by 
our Parole and Probation field offices. 
In Jalosjos’ case, we did two months 
of interviews in his remote communi- 
ty of Dakak, and we received favor- 
able recommendations.” 


In 2004, the President had issued 
Memorandum Circular 155, which 
says: “Itis the policy of the Arroyo ad- 
ministration to extend executive 
clemency to deserving elderly in- 
mates out of compassion and based 
on humanitarian grounds.” 

This means inmates 70 years old 
and above. Jalosjos is now 66. Since 
he has already served a total of 13 
years, seven months and 15 days, he 
can be out of jail in three years, cour- 
tesy of the President. He will not be 
quite 70, but the even bigger issue is: 
Can society trust him to stay away 
from young girls? 

“Our role is to give a chance to 
these people na magbagong-buhay,” 
says Bayang. “But still there are many 
things to be considered. Aside from 
age and health, we have to consider 
the convicts degree of remorseful- 
ness, the good deeds done for fellow 
inmates, the actual time served.” 

He says his office has received peti- 
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Why did the DOJ do that in the first 
place? How did it even occur to any- 
one there to commute not just one life 
sentence but two life terms meted out 
to a sex offender? How is it possible in 
ajust world to cuta sentence of 40-80 
years to only 16 years, three months 
and three days when the crime victim 
was a minor? 

“The Board of Pardons and Parole 
has all the guidelines there,” says Jus- 
tice Secretary Raul Gonzalez, “They 
have many things to consider, from 
the age of the inmate to his health to 
his behavior while in detention.” 


Legal problem 

The commutation order was 
signed by President Gloria Macapa- 
gal-Arroyo on April 30. It was an- 
nounced by Malacafiang on June 12. 

‘The time lapse between signing 
and announcement makes one sus- 
pect it was to forestall until after the 
elections in May what the administra- 
tion might have foreseen would be an 
adverse public reaction. 

“There's no problem with legality 
as that case had already reached the 
Supreme Court,” says Reynaldo 
Bayang, executive director of the DOJ 
agency Board of Pardons and Parole. 
“Even without our recommendation, 
the President can grant executive 
clemency anyway... Taga-record lang 
kami kung ano ang action ng Mala- 
cafiang. We have no right to question 
her decision.” 

‘The President has the constitution- 
al power of executive clemency, 
which includes the broad power in 
her discretion to commute a sen- 
tence. Article VII, Section 19, of the 
1987 Constitution clearly affirms: 
“Except in cases of impeachment, or 
as otherwise provided in this Consti- 
tution, the President may grant re- 
prieves, commutations, and pardons, 
and remit fines and forfeitures, after 
conviction by final judgment.” 
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Parents speak out 


‘Asa parent, how do you feel about the order to set Romeo Jalosjos free 
after serving only 16 years of his double life sentence? 


Jalosjos, like any other convicted 
criminal, should not be pardoned by 
anybody, least of all the President. Why 
does the President want to pardon this 
monster? Because he's old? Because of 
his “good conduct” while in prison 
which, I believe, is justa trick just to get 
out? The prison is not a rehabilitation 
center. It is what it is, a prison, some- 
thing to keep away to protect those out- 
side its walls. He and his lot should be 
locked up. He's just lucky he didn't get 
the death sentence. I am utterly aghast 
with the President's decision. What will 
the victim and her family think about 
our President now? They are not the on- 
ly victims here. 


Antonio Barros Villafuerte, barangay of- 
ficial 

1 was really not surprised when 1 first 
heard the news about this commutation. 
But would it have been different ifthe con- 
victed criminal were an ordinary citizen, 
and not an influential former congress- 
man? Doesn't the work of lawmakers in 
legislating laws to protect children, and the 
work of law enforcers to protect our chil- 
dren, the women and the weak, go to waste 
because of the commutation? And because 
of the commutation, isn't our work as pub- 
lic servants in the Barangay Councils for 
the Protection of Children ultimately wast- 
ed? Would those around the President who 
recommended the commutation allow 
their children to stay in the same room with 
Jalosjos? 


Ventura de la Cruz, 57, office messenger, 
father of six 

Of course I'm worried about having a sex 
offender return to the community because 
he could commit the same crime again. 
First of all, his [two life] terms were com- 
muted with the governments help, like a 
padrino, which gives him protection. 

But he has a right to live in his home. If 
there are protests, these should all be done 
legally, otherwise baka ikaw naman ang 
mabuweltahan.

Their modern-day’ 
mission is to articulate the Filipino's spiritual 
power in a manner and language that will áp- 
peal to the youth so that they may, be ， 
equipped with the proper tools and weapons ':

‘The present-day babaylans we talked to are 
two—Georgina Solina, a well-respected” as- 
trologer and author, and Edwin “Bong” de la 
Torre, a healer and clairvoyant.

It is forcing Filipinos to go out and 
seek their destinies abroad. Because the Fil- 
ipino nation is eventually fated to be, not on 
Philippine soil, but scattered all over the west- , 
ern world. 

Global warming has given a deeper dimen- 
sion to the Philippine diaspora. AS alerted by 
environmental activist Al Gore, the North: 
Pole and the South Pole are melting, the polar 
bears are drowning and the penguins are dy- 
ing. This is the result of more than a tolerable 
quantity of pollutants (like carbon dioxide ^ 
from the burning of coal, oil, gasoline and 
forests) being released into the air. The thick- 
ened atmosphere traps more than the benefi- 
cial amount of sun radiation, raising overall 
temperatures. It has melted the mountain 
glaciers of every continent, raising the levels 
of oceans and seas.

High soul quotient 

“The high soul quotient of the Fil- 
ipino attracts the religious groups 
to come here to fill up as in a gas 
station,” says De la Torre. “They 
know that the portal is located here. 
‘These groups have always some- 
thing to share but they invariably go 
home with much more. One 
Japanese cult based in Quezon City 
offers faith healing services for free. 
In return they ask permission to ex- 
tract an amount of energy from the 
patient. From this spiritual technol- 
ogy, some get sick. Apparently, 
there is an energy crisis on the 
etheric, astral, spiritual plane—a 
fight for life forces, even a grab for 
them—the newest battleground! 

"Some visiting groups do it on a 
conscious level. The unaware ac- 
cess it by hiring our caregivers and 
healers. Some faith traditions (like 
meditation), however, have been 
usurped by denominations of dif- 
ferent — nationalities—Nepalese, 
Chinese, Koreans, Indians, etc, 
some not so pure of intention. We 
have to be very aware because soul 
force is our wealth. Like material 
wealth it can be depleted by the 
truly needy or exploitative. 

“So why is the world suddenly 
discovering the Filipino?” asks Soli- 
na. ‘A director of a hospital in the 
US was quoted as saying, ‘Without 
Filipino nurses, this hospital will 
not run.’ There are nurses from all 
over the world. Why not Thai nurs- 
es? Chinese nurses? Scandinavian 
nurses? Because beyond their skills 
and their training, the Filipino heal- 
ers—doctors, nurses, teachers, 
caregivers and yayas—have some- 
thing invisible that the foreigner 
cannot define. The June 12 Inde- 
pendence Day planetary chart of 
the Philippines has a mystic rectan- 
gle. It energetically connects us to 
people around the world through 
the moon (Mother God). On planet 
earth, we are Motherland, 

“The. western world needs heal- 
ers,” continues Solina. "They have a 
woundedness that is very deep, not 
curable by medicine or surgery be- 
cause it is not a physical but a soul 
wound. (Which hints at why there 
are so many incurable diseases like 
cancer and AIDS.) The wounded- 
ness will have to be treated on a 
deeper level, through one’s etheric, 
astral and ‘spiritual bodies—our 
three higher bodies that intertwine 
the physical body. The world is at 
the beginning of a new conscious- 
ness that will teach the individual 
how to reconnect to his higher 
source, To learn lessons of forgive- 
ness, of how to do things for others, 
to realize that if you ask for nothing 
you will get everything.’

Devotee 

St. John Marie Vianney, patron saint of 
diocesan priests, was greatly devoted to 
St. Philomena. He composed her Litany 
and propagated her devotion throughout 
France. 

The parish priest of Ars, a little town in 
France, he came to know of the wonder- 
ful power of St. Philomena through his 
friend, Venerable Pauline Jaricot founder 
of the Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith and the Living Rosary. 

The French lady was cured of a terrible 
disease, that was considered incurable, in 
1835 through the powerful intercession 
of the saint when Pauline visited St. 
Philomena' shrine in Mugnano, Italy. 

The miraculous cure led to Philome- 
na's canonization by Pope Gregory XVI in 
1837 after a thorough investigation of the 
case by the Sacred Congregation of Rites. 

When she left Mugnano after her cure, 
Mademoiselle Jaricot brought a large rel- 
{cof St. Philomena, a portion of which she 
gave to the Curé of Ars. She said: “Have 
full confidence in this great saint; she will 
obtain for you all that you ask.” 

Receiving the relic with intense joy the 
Cure enshrined it in an altar he had built 
in his church. Thousands of people came 
to invoke St. Philomena's aid and innu-

No longer an oil economy 

Dubai's mega projects may raise questions 
about sustainability and environmental im- 
pact but there is no denying the city has at- 
tracted investors and tourists. 

While the discovery of dil in the 1950s 
sparked Dubai's boom, today only about 6 
percent ofits revenues comes from oil. 

Dubai aspires to host some 15 million 
tourists by 2010, while the Philippines, 
with its 7,000 islands, is targeting only 
five million by that date.

A Ticket to 
Good laste 


The genius of Myrna Segismundo lies 
in her journey to culinary devotion 


Doreen Fernandez should be honored 
for reshaping the Philippine culinary 
landscape in the "705 and '80s to embody 
a greater appreciation of Philippine food. 
But for my generation, the thank you's go 
to Doreen's friends, the select few who 
keep the light of Doreen’s brilliance burning 
and who are continually working to pass 
this light on to the next generation. 


Among these friends is a culinary genius 
named Myrna Segismundo. 


And I'm not going overboard with the word 
"genius." She is one of today's most 
respected chefs, as evidenced by the 
company she keeps: She is part of the 
Philippine Kulinarya Team, a select group 
of chefs including Glenda Barretto, Claude 
Tayag, Margarita Fores, Conrad Calalang 
and Jessie Sincioco, that has been 
burdened, or challenged or honored, 
depending on how you look at it, with the 
gargantuan task of standardizing Philippine 
cooking to meet “world class” levels. She 
also holds the luscious title of Director of 
Gastronomy for the Manila Ladies Branch 
of the International Wine and Food Society, 
of which she is a founding member, with 
the late Doreen Fernandez being founding 
vice-president. 


The genius lies in her journey. Myrna 
Segismundo is not a formally schooled 
chef. She graduated with a degree not in 
Culinary Arts but in Hotel and Restaurant 
Administration from the University of the 
Philippines. And though she paid her 
hospitality management dues at a number 
of prestigious hotels in New York City from 
the time she acquired her BA, she never

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8) Far from being a risk factor for 
osteoporosis, breastfeeding may actually 
protect against it. Current medical literature 
demonstrates that not only is the loss in 
bone density during breastfeeding 
temporary, reverting to normal after 
weaning, but that bones may actually be 
stronger after prolonged breastfeeding.

In 
contrast, artificial feeding involves 
overgrazing of land by cattle; use of 
chemical fertilizers to grow the soy; use of 
valuable environmental resources for 
formula production; packaging and 
transportation of the product; use of water 
and fuel for mixing the product and heating 
it, for sterilizing bottles and nipples; waste

for prematurely born infants. Premature 
breastmilk contains different amounts of 
some nutrients than term breastmilk, more 
suited to the needs of premature babies. 
For some babies, breastfeeding is a life- 
and-death matter. Suckling at the breast, 
and digesting breast milk, cause less 
Stress for the premature infant than bottle- 
feeding does; so most prematures can go 
to breast as soon as they are able to 
suckle. 


6) The act of breastfeeding is beneficial as 
well to both mother and baby. Not only 
that, but it is a joyful, relaxing experience.

Furthermore, the 
optimal neurological and intellectual 
development provide potential long-term 
benefits to the family.

Milk production 
uses up 200-500 calories a day. To burn off | 
an equivalent number of calories, a bottle- 
feeding mother would need to swim 30

A quick look at why mothers are 
being encouraged to breastfeed 
their children 


Weê often associate the benefits of 
breastfeeding and breastmilk with infants 
and their mothers. But did you know that 
breastfeeding is, in fact, also good for the 
planet? 


The benefits of breastfeeding for mother 
and baby--well, fathers, too, and Mother 
Earth—include the following: 


1) Human milk is the best food for babies, 
since it contains the right amount of 
nutrients, in the right proportions, for the 
growing baby, which cannot be duplicated 
in any infant formula. 


2) Mother's milk is the baby's first form of | 
immunization. First milk, known as 
colostrum, protects baby from common 
respiratory and intestinal diseases and 
provides protection from developing 

immune system cancers. And babies from 
families with a tendency to allergic 

diseases particularly benefit from 
breastfeeding. 


3) New growth charts from the World 
Health Organization (WHO) confirm that 
breastfed infants grow differently from 
formula-fed babies.

4) More and more research is showing that 
breastfeeding leads to optimal brain 
development.

improvement, Taguiba also made 
MPGCHS part of the Smart Schools 
Program in 2005, which led to the 
upgrading and improvement of their school 
library. This community service program of 
Smart Communications, .Inc., which 
promotes information and computers 
technology by forging partnerships with 
public high schools, provided the school 
with two additional computers, which are 
now supervised by trained teachers who 
guide the students in their research works. 


The library provides a reading room where 
students can sit on the floor to read and 
study, and has an ample collection of 
reference material and even a new set of 
Encyclopaedia. 


Long before leaping into the intangible 


world of electronic connection, Taguiba had 
already taken smaller steps.

In her more than 20 years in the 
profession, Taguiba has come to be known 
as the "tiger lady," a strict, no-nonsense 
person who would ask any teacher to 
resign if they had no love for teaching. She 
always reminds her teachers to love their 
work, to give the students what they 
deserve, to give as they would give to their 
own children. 


"You don't have any business teaching if 
you don't have the heart for it. If you lack 
the commitment, then it's better that you 

leave," Taguiba often tells other teachers. 


But her love and concern for children show 
that inside the tiger lies a soft spot.

living. That's how the world renews 
itself 一 by getting rid of the old and the 
diseased to make room for the new and 
the healthy. Even the wild flowers have 
destinies of their own and no one can 
prevent them from withering in summer or 
blooming after the rains. 


Thus one has to be content with the 
parable of the bonsai trees. Tumors can be 
like them; a doctor can well contain their 
growth and prevent their spread—roots, 
branches, leaves and all—without 
necessarily killing the tree itself. And when 
one has done that, then he can survey his 
handiwork from a comfortable distance and 
feel proud of it. 


Mercifully, my practice is oftentimes 
punctuated by what others call “sought

As an oncologist who has just started 
practice, | sometimes forget that things 
may and do sometimes turn out differently, 
despite one's most fervent labors and best 
intentions. | sometimes wish oncologists 
could have a moratorium on signing death 
certificates. But my father frequently tells 
me that dying is an indispensable part of 
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
